NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—A special to 
the World from London says that Jus- 
tin McCarthy, M. P., has addressed the 
following manifesto to the Irish people 
here and in America: : 

“Fellow countrymen—The election of 
a great coercionist and anti-home-rule 
majority to the House of Commons 
makes it my duty to point out to you 
that dissension in our ranks is ruinous 


to the national cause, that the only 


means by which we can hope to repair 
the disasters which discord and in- 
subordination have brought upon us 
are through the restoration of disci- 
pline and a genuine observance of the 
Irish Nationalist party pledged to act 
loyally together. 

“With a united party in a united coun- 
try even the present situation would 
afford no ground for despondency in 
the Irish party. No man can doubt 
but that for unhappy events in the 
autumn of 1890 the verdict in 1892 in 
favor of home rule would have been 
absolutely decisive. Friction alone pre- 
result. Unhappily this 
friction has continued -since and out- 
breaks in discipline in our own ranks 
have given the enemies of Ireland 
another lease of power in Great Britain. 

“In spite of all discouragements and 
difficulties the national spirit has once 
again asserted itself. Ireland voted 
with unconquerable resolve, but it can- 
not be doubted that Ireland would have 
done far better still and Great Britain 
would not have done so ill had it not 
been for the so-called Irish National- 
ists who have been endeavoring openly 
to bring back the coercionists to power 
and still more in lamentable blows 
aimed at the Irish party and the Irish 


“national cause by one of our own col-

leagues at the most critical moment 
in the elections. It would be almost 
impossible to overestimate the disas- 
trous effects of Mr. Healey’s un-

Convinced as I am of the injury 
such actions have already inflicted on 
our great national causes, I feel bound 
on the éve of the méeting of Parlia- 
ment to address a respectful word of 
warning to our fellow countrymen and 
to inform my colleagues frankly of the 
views I hold, views which, in case I 
am honored by a re-election to the 
chair of the party, it will be my duty 
to my utrnost power to enforce. us

A Chicago Night Clerk Solves a Pit- 


nel Mystery. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
~ CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—F. B. Little, 
night clerk of the Grand Hotel, thinks 
that he has solved the mystery of 
Holmes’s female companion from St. 
Louis to Toronto, when the Pitzel 
children were taken to the Canadian 
city. Little has identified pictures of 
Mrs. Pitzel as the woman who, with 
Holmes and the two little girls, occu- 
pied two rooms at the West End Ho- 
tel on the 8th of last October. At that 
time Little was night clerk at the West 
End.

He has succeeded in this in some de- 
gree, although in cases it has been 
found difficult or impossible to induce 
the missionaries to abate their religious 
labors to seek protection until order is

There was much activity at the Chi- 
nese Legation today on the return of 
the Minister. It could not be learned, 
however, that Yang Yu expected to 
visit the State Department to make 
any representations. It is said that 
if any demands are made by the 
United States they would go through

THE MISSIONARY’S TALE. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—The following let- 
ter from Rev. M. Updegraft, dated at 
Chung-King, June 18, was published 
here: 

“The present occupation of the mis- 
sionaries in Chung-King may be de- 
scribed as a permanent council of war, 
As the reports come in from different 
parts of the province, we begin to un- 
derstand how widespread and serious 
are the riots. So far as can be learned 
not only Chen-Tu but the far western 
part of the province has been raided. 

“The annual festival of the Fifth 
Moon (May 20) found a widely-scattered 
‘force of French, Americans and Eu- 
glish in serene possession of the field, 
yet before the fest had closed the cen- 


mion premises at Chen-Tu were devas- 
tated, the residents being prisoners of 


the Yamen. The extravagant stories of 


child-eating, treasure-hunting, mutila- 
tion and other practices, absurd as false, 
were abroad and a spark set the whole 
mass aflame. 

“Beginning with the Canadian Meth- 
odists and spreading with diabolical 
impartiality to Catholle, China inland 
and American missions, the hateful for- 
eigner was rooted out, houses torn down 
and the whole left in a wreck and ruin, 
the full tale of which will never be 
told. Having made such à success of 
their first :aid Kia-Ting, Chung-Chow, 
Ya-Chow, Sui-Fu and many other pine: 
were either looted or attempted and a 
reign of terror was inaugurated.” 

A second letter from Dr. Updegraft 
dated June 20 describes the situation 
further as follows: N 

“Slowly the details of the riots in the 
western part of the Sze-Chuen filter 
down to us here, Three separate parties 
of refugees Mave left for the coast and 
from each of them we’ gather more 
knowledge of the experience of these 
days.

CITY OF MEXICO, Aug. 7.—Richard 
Orozoco, the well-known engineer, has 
made a report on terminal ports far 
the Tehuantepec National Railway. He 
has surveyed the mouth of the Coatze- 
coalcos River and reports that the port 
for. loading arid discharging vessels will 


| toe at Minitatian, eighteen miles 


up the river, which is 500 meters wide 
at that point. The bar in the fiver will 
have to deepened so as to admit large 
ocean steamers, and as the bar is hard 
clay the work will be expensive. The 
total estimate for making the port is 
$5,000,000 in silver. 

Engineer Orozoco reports strongly 
against any attempt to make a port of 
the dangerous and exposed roadstead at 
Salina Cruz, and recommends creating 
a port at Lagunas, twelve miles north 
of the town of Tehuantepec, where 
there is a lake which would be 2 safe 
harbor with thirty-two feet of water 
and room for ships. This harbor re- 
quires, in order to be made accessible, 
the excavation of a canal through the 
lowlands at Boca de San Francisco. 
which separates the lake from the 
ocean. The canal would be nearly two 
miles long, would require ar excava- 
tion of 5,000,000 cubic yards of earth an. 
the cost is estimated at $7,000,000. 

Orozoco’s report is regarded as a 
death blow to the pretensions of Salina 
Cruz to be considered a harbor. It is 
a perilous roadstead where the two 
huge iron piers are being, one after an- 
other, swept away by storms. The ex- 
penditure mentioned will provide termi- 
nal ports for the Tuhuantepec Railway. 
American and English, and possibly 
German, capitalists are expected to bid 
for these harbors. 

Senor Rodriguez Talvera, feeling him- 
self aggrieved by a recent decision of 
the Supreme Court, which he asserts 
was made contrary to law, will for- 
mally present an accusation to the 
court before the grand jury of the na- 
tion, which was composed of members 
of Congress, sitting to hear cases of im- 
peachment.

MARSHALLTOWN (Iowa,) Aug. 7.— 
One of the’ most notable State conven- 
tions in Iowa closed in this city this 
afternoon, Since Monday there has been 
bitter strife between the two opposing 
elements of the party, one contending 
for a ticket nominated on a platform on 


oring for free coinage without waiting 
for an international agreement. From 
start to finish the white-metal contin- 
gent did nearly all the talking. By an 
apparently fortuitous incident, the sil- 
ver men had a fine chance to exploit 
their views in the convention hall dur- 
ing the afternoon, from the fact that 
the Resolutions Committee got into a 
wrangle on the financial plank that 
kept them in the committee-room until 
nearly 4 o’clock, the currency question 
being overhauled and reconstructed two 
or three times. 

The controversy grew warm and bit- 
ter, and when the minority report in- 
dorsing free colnage was introduced an- 
other prolonged silver discussion was 
precipitated, The final roll-call on the 
resolution showed the white-metal 
crowd was defeated by a vote of 651% 
to 420%. A mighty shout mingled with 
groans followed the announcement of 
the result. A large number of free-sil- 
ver delegates immediately left the hall, 
not waiting for the nominations. 

The State ticket was nominated as 
follows: For Governor, Judge W. I. 
Babb; Lieutenant-Governor, S. L. Bes- 
tow; Superintendent of Public Instruc- 


tion, Lyman R. Parshall; Railroad 
Com „ Col. R. G. Adams; Su- 
preme Judge, Senator Thomas Harper. 


The following is the platform: 

he Democratic party of Iowa in 
convention assembled reaffirms the na- 
tional platform of the party adopted 
in Chicago in 1892, points with sat- 
isfaction to the evidences of the 
wisdom of that convention in re- 
sults accomplished according to prom- 
ises, to evidences of returning pros- 
perity; restoring of wages, and re- 
establishment of industry upon a pros- 
perous basis, conditions which have 
extorted congratulations from even the 
Republicans of Iowa. We dcelare the 
rescue of the finances of the country 
from the baleful effects of the Sherman 
law; the repeal of the un-American 
Federal election law and the uprooting 
of McKinleyism to be works worthy 

e history and prestige of the great 

emocratic party and courage of the 
Democratic administration. 

We reaffirm the following portion of 
tne seventh plank of the last National 
Democratic Convention: We hold to 
the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money of the country and to 
the coinage of beth gold and silver 
without discrimination against either 
metal or charge for mintage, but the 
dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
must be one equal in intrinsic and legis- 
lative value, or be adjusted by interna- 
tional agreement, or by such safeguards 
of legislation as shall insure the main- 
tenance of the parity of the two metals 
and the equal power of every dollar at 
all times in the payment of debts, and 
we demand that the paper currency 
shall be kept at par within and redeem- 
able in such coin.

THE PROCEEDINGS.

Judge French began by saying that 
in 1883 and following years fear of 
losing votes led the Republican party 
to publicly declare for state-wide pro- 
hibition, while at the same time its 
leaders gave secret pledges to hold the 
anti-prohibition Republicans. To en- 
force prohibition statute after statute 
was enacted, each more stringent and 
arbitrary than the one before, and 
even the constitutional right of jury 
trial was taken away. The results, as 
a whole, were lamentable. While the 
law was substantially enforced in 
some counties, in others it was openly 
defied; and in yet others it was evad- 
ed, drug stores being turned into dram 
shops, hotel bedrooms into drinking 
dens. Court costs were multiplied, 
taxation enormously increased, and the 
State filled with spies, informers and 
blackmailers. The evils of enforcing 
prohibition were such that thousands 
of conscientious anti-prohibition Repub- 
licans could stand it no lon Refus-

If we find one 
ounce of gold will buy thirty-two 
ounces of silver, that is the ratio to 
adopt. To put in the silver dollar 
more than thirty-two grains of silver 
for each grain of gold in the gold dol- 
lar would at once drive our silver 
money from circulation, and to put in 
less would banish our gold. The loss 
of either would be a misfortune, and 
to retain both we must adopt the mer- 
cantile ratio, putting in our coins no 
more and no less than is needed to 
make one of equal value to the other.” 

Judge French went on to say: 

“Do we want to see wages cut worse 
even than during the war? If so, the 
silver monometallists tell us how to do 
it. The ordinary wage-worker would 
have plenty of company in his mis- 
ery, if that were any consolation. Rail- 
road employees, clerks, public officials; 
in short, every one employed ir the 
service of another and receiving wages 
or salary, would suffer with him. The 
old soldiers, who risked their own lives 
to save that of the nation, the widows 
of those who fell, would have their 
seanty pensions reduced one-half. In 
the days of peril the soldiers were paid 
in cheap money. Are they now, in days 
of peace and plenty, to be rewarded 
with a cheap gratitude, and pensions 
50 per cent. below par? The great num- 
ber of thrifty men and women who 
have filled the savings banks of our 
country with their little savings, they, 
too, with 50 per cent. of their deposits 
gone, would swell the mighty host of 
victims. They would be accompanied 
by the widow and orphan, with their 


heritance, robbed of half its value. 
“Countless others would join the vic- 
tims, untfl they comprised the great 
mass of the people. Is it worth while 
to sacrifice all these to a few mine- 
owners, who would gain a larger mar- 
ket for their silver, to a few manufac- 
turers who would pay less for labor, 
to a few rich debtors who would have 
paid but half their debts? Free coin- 
age at 16 to 1 means more than six- 
teen victims to one victor; it means 
16,000 to 1.“ 
In concluding his remarks the 
speaker said: “Woe to the country 
which dare endanger the prosperity of 
its people by debasing its money! 
Which dare degrade itself from its 
high rank among nations to the level 
of Mexico or China! Woe to the na- 
tion which takes from the creditor half 
his due, from the laborer half his 
wages, from the.old soldier half his 
pension!

The Claim of the Oxnard Beet Sagar 
Company of Nebraska is Made

Ex-Senator Manderson Makes a 
Strong Argument in Support of 
the OClaims—Important Bear- 
ing of the Matter.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—A hearing 
was had today before Comptroller 
Bowler upon the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the sugar bounty appro- 
priations made by Congress last ses- 
sion for the crops of 1893 and 1894, aris- 
ing upon the claim of the Oxnard Beet- 
sugar Company ot Nebraska, the first 
claim settled by the Auditor since the 
passage of the Wilson bill, by which 
the old sugar bounty of the McKinley 
act was repealed, 3 
The Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue having adjusted the amount of 
bounties due the Oxnard company, re- 
ferred all the papers to the Auditor for 
the Treasury Department, with a state- 
ment of the account thereon. The Audi- 
tor allowed thé amount fixed by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and 
certified the decision to the Comptrol- 
ler for approval, disapproval or modifi- 
cation, as required by the provisions of 
the new accounting system adopted in 
the act of July $1, 1894, as the result of 
the labors of the Dockery commission. 
That would require auditors in making 
original construction or modifying ex- 
isting construction of the statute to re- 
port to the Comptroller of the Treasury 
their decisions, and suspend action un- 
til the Comptroller has passed upon the 
question. The decision of the Comp- 
troller is required to be acted upon by 
the Auditor, whose certificate is made 
by law final and conclusive upon the 
executive branch of the government. 
The result is that the decision of the

San Francisco Chronicle last Friday 
published a synopsis of the returns 


of California. It says: 3 

The valuation of some counties is 
largely increased; the values in others 
have fallen off. A comparison of the 
res as they are published in the 
official papers is of general interest to 
all who are concerned in the material 
welfare of this State. There is a net 
increase in the valuation of Los An- 
geles, San Bernardino, Riverside, Santa 
Barbara, San Diego, Orange and Ven- 
tura counties of 36,107, 276.“ 

The counties mentioned here are all 
in Southern California. 
The Chronicle then proceeds to state: 
"The largest increase in any county 
outside of San Francisco was made by 
County Assessor Summerland of Los 
Angeles county, who made an increase 
of over five and one-quarter million 
dollars in the valuation of the property 
of Los Angeles county as compared 
with the valuation of last year. The 
total value of all kinds of property in 
that county for 1895 is set down at 
$82,344,875, as against $77,116,157 in the 
preceding year, which makes the in- 
crease in exact figures 35, 228, 718.“ 


SCARCITY OF TONNAGE. As fur- 
ther showing how the shtpments of the 
Fair wheat cleaned up deep-sea tonnage 
in San Francisco and other Pacific 
Coast ports, it may be stated that on 
July 31, 1894, there were 74,141 tons of 
disengaged shipping in that port alone, 
whereas on the same date this year 
there were only 2342 tons. The tonnage 
on the way, however, on the same date 
was in excess of that of last year, the 
figures being 519,535 tons for all Pacific 
Coast ports on July 31, of this year, 
against 314,729 tons on the same date 
last year.

prevailing on the market, to say noth- 
ing of a margin from which to pay in- 
terest. and living expenses. He said 
that the prune industry was overdone, 
and that he was cutting down his trees, 
as he could not afford to have valuable 
land occupied with fruit that would 
not pay expenses. Other growers were 
heard to remark about the same thing, 
and they were practical men, who knew 
what they were talking about, and had 
no interest in representing the situation 
other than it actually existed.“ 

The only comment The Times has to 
make on the above is this: he Ne- 
braska man, or any other man that can 
believe such superlative rot as that had 
better stay in Nebraska. Southern Cali- 
fornia would have no use for him.

THE BIG UNION RUN TO POMONA 
NEXT SUNDAY. 


San Diego County Has Thousands of 
Miles of Road Unmapped—L. A. 
W. Signboards—Hints on Road- 
riding—New Racing Stars. 


Next Sunday will be a great day for 
road riding and scores of wheelmen will 
round up in Pomona for a big dinner 
The Riversides will send 
twenty or more men to uphold the 
orange and black and they will try to 
turn out the largest number of mem- 
bers. Redlands will have a dozen in the 
union run and San Bernardino will 
turn out her quota. From Ontario, 
nearly its whole club membership: will 
come. Santa Ana’s hardy road riders 
will also appear at Pomona by wheel. 
This end of the run will be carried out 
by the Roamers and East Sides and 
probably many friends of these two 
hustling clubs will join them for the 
thirty-five-mile run to Pomona. — 

The start Sunday morning from Los 
Angeles will be at 7 o’clock from the 
clubhouse of the East Side Cycling Club 
on Chestnut: street between Buena 
Vista and Downey avenue. Capt. Jay 
of the East Sides and Capt. Bayer of 
the Roamers say the pace will be about 
nine miles an hour and stops will be fre- 
quent enough to make the run one of

pleasure and not work. Most of the 
wheelmen will ride back on their bi- 
cycles, but there is a convenient train 
if the railroad should be preferred. 
One of the objects of the union run to 
Pomona is to have the clubs get ac- 
quainted so that all can work together 
for better roads. Only the racing men 
of Southern California and a few well- 
known wheelmen seem to be well ac- 
quainted, while in Northern California 
the union runs have been held so often 
that there is a strong bond of friend- 
ship between all the clubmen from 
Santa Cruz to Eureka. 
The two-day meet at San Diego was 
the cause of introducing two new rid- 
ers to the public as racing stars of the 
first magnitude. One was Frazee, a 
new class A man of San Diego, and the 
other was Horace Slater, late of Phoe- 
nix, Ariz. Slater has been living in Los 
Angeles for several months and was 
fairly well known to the racing men. He 
appeared at the Memorial day and Tur- 
ner’s meets, but did not do much. At 
San Diego he won from such riders as 
McCrea and Ulbricht, and in a way that 
Yeoman, the Scotchman, 
also loomed up strong and was a cause 
of much wonder even among the racing 
men. 

The next race meet of importance to 
Southern California riders is the annual 
Riverside meet on Admission day. San 
Jose also has its big annual.meet on 
this day. The Riverside meet will be 
remarkable in many ways. It will bring 
out a lot of new riders and introduce 
a new style of track, besides new fea- 
tures galore to make the meet full of 
ginger, and ginger and snap is what 
is most needed in the tournaments con- 
ducted in this part of the country. 

San Diego wheelmen have six ‘sites 
under consideration for a three-lap 
track. San Diego was the first town in 
California to build a third of a mile 
track and it was well constructed, that 
Sweetwater track. Its location was bad 
and the flood of last winter ruined it. 
The banks are wide and well planned 
but it was wind-swept and should never 
have been built on that salt marsh. 

Even though roads are at their worst 
at present, touring wheelmen are met 
everywhere. Several around the world 
parties have started in the last month 
and every day wheelman from San 
Francisco and other Northern towns 
50 into Los Angeles and adjoining cit-

The racing circuit in Northern Cali- 
fornia opens on August 23 at Petaluma. 
Great success is prophesied for the 
twelve meets and an attempt is being 
made to continue the circuit into South- 
ern California. 

Casey Castleman is spending a vaca- 
tion at San Diego and Catalina Island. 
W. A. Burke has been at Yosemite for a 
rest from his racing. — 

Most of the local racing men who 
went to San Diego tournament re- 
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Orange county will have a twelve-mile 
handicap road race with the starting 
point at Orange. 

Talk good roads as well as bicycles” 
is the sensible advice of the Riverside 
Wheel. Last Tuesday, while discuss- 
ing roads with the County Surveyor of 
San Diego county, he said that his office 
could find only about five hundred 
miles of highways on the county’s maps 
à year ago, and that he procured an 
odometer and started looking up the 
roads. This machine is much like a 
wheelbarrow and is fitted with compass 
and level, and he has located with it 
already over three thousand miles of 
which there was no record. Surveyor 
Vail started out to map these unrecog- 
nized highways, but the ‘Supervisors 
could see no advantage in good reads, 
and stopped the work. 

San Diego is no exception. Every 
county in Southern California can show 
from five hundred to five thousand 
miles of country roads, of which there 
are no records on any map 

Now that road riding is becoming 
popular, the wheelmen are not to have 
the country roads all to themselves. 
Their sisters have taken a liking to 
road riding too, and are not afraid to 
venture outside of city limits. But the 
ladies find the clinging skirt a worse 
drawback on country runs than in the 
city and so bloomers are being worn-by 
many on these runs into the country 
who do not yet dare appear in them on 
city streets. 

The League of American Wheelmen 
is making great strides in membership 
in the East, and should also grow in 
the far West. The officials of the East- 
ern division are giving money prizes 
for securing new members and thus 
bring in large lists. As the league is

BOARD OF HEALTH. | 


Interesting Report Presented by the 
Meat Inspector. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Health was held yesterday 
afternoon, all the members of the board 
being present. Dr. Steddom called the 
attention of the board to the fact that 
the old Calvary cemetery on Buena 
Vista street is to be abandoned by the 
Catholics of the city as a burying 
ground. The petition of V. V. Coch- 
rane to establish a horsé corral in the 
block bounded by Second, San Pedro,, 
First and Wilmington streets, was de- 
nied by the board, It is understood 
that the petitioner: will carry his ap- 
peal into the courts. The Health Of- 
ficer was instructed to issue no more 
burial permits until proper death cer- 
tificates have been filed with him. 

An ordinance making provision for 
an aggregate increase of $60 per month 
in the salaries paid the tnspectors of 
the health department, was recom- 
mended by the board and will be pre- 
sented to the Council next Monday. 
The inspectors now receive $60 per 
month and if the ordinance referred to 
is adopted their salaries will be raised 
to $75, and the two extra inspectors 
ig employed will be made a part of

The report is as follows: = 

“In compliance with your request, I 
hereby tender my report for the months 
of May, June and July. During the 
month of May I made 267 visits, inspect- 
ing all meat shops in the city, both 
wholesale and retail, as well as all 
slaughter yards which send their prod- 
ucts here. Most of the city meat mar- 
kets were found in good condition and 
stocked with wholesome meats. But 
many sold monkey and spoiled veal. 
The former is supplied by the dairymen 
and calf butchers, while the latter is 
killed at points on the coast, princi- 
pally in San Luis Obispo and brought 
down by steamer, reaching the con- 
sumer two or three days after the kill- 
ing. During the month thirteen veals 
were condemned as too young, and nine 
northern veals were condemned as 
spoiled, and a shipment of twenty oth- 
ers condemned by telegraph while in 
transit. The slaughter, yards were 
found to be in good condition, except 
Mead & Wright's, and, after several 
visits, they were induced to clean up. 
In the month of June 277 inspections 
were made, only three small veals 
being condemned. P men received 
more attention as roup and big-head be- 
came quite common, n y every 
dealer in the city having a number con- 
demned on account of these diseases. 
From July 1 to the 15th, 172 visits were

The height of the season 
for drying peaches has not yet been 
reached, and will not be until clings 
come in more freely. The drying es- 
tablishments here have.been handling 
some of the earlier varieties for the 
past two or three weeks, and it will 
probably be the middle of October be- 
fore the last peach is deprived of its 
life-blood. Peaches cannot be worked 
off quite as fast as apricots, and espec- 
jally is this true of the clingstone vari- 
ety. It requires more time for both 
bleaching and drying—about three and 
one-half hours and five or six days, re- 
spectively. Two of the leading varie- 
ties in this section are the Early Craw- 
ford and Lemon Clings. The Haight 
Fruit Company at present have a force 
of about fifty hands at work, and ex- 
pect to put on thirty more hands 
shortly.
